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STRUGGLING FOR POWER. 


THE PARTIES LOOKING ACROSS 
THE LINES IN THE HOUSE. 


The Action on Mr. Reed’s Amendment to the Rules— 
The Condition of Public Business—a Change 
of Programme on ‘he Part of the 
Republican Party Members, 


WasKINGTON, May 29.—The opinion of the 
pest informed observers with regard to the 
Mackey-O’Conner case is that the present 
contest will continue at least till Wednesday, 
ana very likely until the end of the week. 
The unfinished business in the senate is the 
Japanese indemnity fund bill, which will 
probably be disposed of to-morrow, A num- 
ber of other bills now on the senate calendar 
willthen be pushed forward for precedence, 
among them the bankruptcy bill, the 
Tehauntepec ship railway bill, the Nic 
aragua canal bill, and the bonded spirits 
bill. If, however, either of the two appropri- 
ation bills now before the senate appropria- 
tions committee, viz: The District of Colum- 
bia and the army appropriation bills, shall be 
reported all other business willhave to give 
way to it. The house bill for theextension of 
national bank charters will probably be re- 

yorted from the finance committee this week, 
Sei is not lkely tO be considered before next 
week. 

Qniy fourof the regularannual appropria- 
tien bills, viz: the post-oftice, the Indian, the 
fortifications and the agriculture, have as yet 
become laws. The consular and diplomatic 
billisstillin the hands of the conference 
committee appointed a month ago. The mil- 
itary academy bill, with senate amendments, 
awaits a report from the 
tee on appropriations. The pensions. bill, 
the legislative, executive and _ judicial 
appropriation bill, and the general 
deficiency bill have been fully 
prepared by the same committee, and are 
ready to be brought before the house for ac 
tion. The completed riverand harbor bill is 
in the hands of the committee on commerce, 
and will probably be offered at an early day 
for passage by tue house as usual under a sus- 
pension of rules. The army and District of 
Columbia bills having passed the house, now 
awuit action by the senate committee, and 
the naval and sundry civil expenses appro- 
priation bill are in a favorable state of prepa- 
ration,but not yet reported by the house com- 
mittees. It is understood, on good authority, 
thatthe programme heretofore arranged by 
the republican caucus committee providing 
for action on the bill to reduce internal 
revenue taxation, and on the _ general 
deficiency bill immediately after final action 
on tue Mackey-O’Conner case, will be changed 
so as to provide for successively bringing be- 
fore the house the four other reported elec- 
tion cases, as soon as the pending South Caro- 
lina contest shall have been disposed of. The 
object of this change of programme on the 
part of the republicans is to avail themselves 
ef the presence of the republican and green- 
back quorum now in attendance, without 
which, even if successful in procuring the 
proposed amendment of he wuleh they could 
not seat any one of the additional con:‘estants, 
ifthe democrats shoulda see fit to breaka 
quorum by solidly abstaining from voting. 


REED’S REVOLUTION. 


The Speaker Sustains the Point of Order and the 
Rules are Changed. 


Wasuineton, May 29.—The house opened 
this morning with many indications of a bit- 
ter parliamentary conflict. The two sections 
of the hall contained fewer vacant chairs than 
usual, and the galleries were pretty well filled. 
In the chaplain’s prayer the request was 
made on behalf of the members that the path 
ofimght and duty might be made plain to 
them. As soon as the reading of the journal 
ended, Mr. Reed, of Maine, called up for 
consideration the proposed amendment to 
the rule prehibiting dilatory motions on con- 
tested election cases. The question of consid- 
eration, that is. ‘‘shall the house new consid- 
erit?’’ was instantly raised by Mr. Randall,of 
Pennsylvania,and that was followed by a mo- 
tion of Mr. Kenna, of West Virginia, to ad- 
journ, and by one of Mr. Blackburn, of Ken- 
tacky, that when the house adjourn it be to 
meet on Wednesday next, stating as a reason 
for the motion that Tuesday was decoration 
day. On the latter motion the 
yeas and nays were ordered and 
the tactics of obstruction were thus put in 
operation. The vote on Mr. Blackburn’s 
motion was announced at 11:40 as yeas 2, nays 
145, and the speaker declared the motion lest. 
Thereupon Mr. Randall moved that when the 
house adjourn it be to meet on Thursday 
next. On that Mr. Reed made a point of 
order that on a proposition to amend the 
rules no dilatory motion cau be entertained. 
Mr. Randall denied the right of the speaker 
to put any such construction on his motion. 
Mr. Reed proposed to discuss the point of 
order, and suggested that a limit should be 
puton that discussion. No arrangement to 
that end, however, was made, and the speaker 
said he would not make the limitation less 
than one hour on each side. 

Mr. Reed then opened the discussion. He 
claimed the hoyse had under the constitution 
certain powers expressly conferred upon it 


_—powers which it could exercise without let 


other body. Powers 
which it could not. surrender, which 
it could not trade away, which it 
must perform, and the first of these powers 
was that it was the sole judge of the 
election, returns and qualifications 
of itsown members. This house had been 
endeavoring for the last ten days to perform 
that duty, but had been prevented by dila- 
tory motions. The best and most orderly way 
to put a stop to that course was to amend the 
rule, and that wasthe objectnow. The series 
of motions made to-day were made for the 
express purpose of delay and preventing a 
change of the rules. He maintained the 
proposition that wherever there is a duty im- 
posed on congress to accomplish certain work, it 
is theduty of the speaker to carry Out thatrule 
of law or of construction. He cited the ruling 
of Speaker Randall, when there was filibus- 
tering against the execution of the electoral 
count law, and when obstruction was at- 
tempted by’ Mr. Springer, of Llliaois, ‘with 
that combination of physical activity and in- 
tellectual acuteness for which he was distin- 
guished, (Laughter). To effect that he (the 
chair) had allowed this, and had allowed that, 
and had allowed the other in the way of mo- 
tion, but that the house was now brought to 
4point when it must act. Mr. Reed laid 
down the proposition that inasmuch as by the 
organic law of the United States, the house 
had the right to change its rules at any time, 
and that no member, or set off members, 
had any right to use the rules, which are 
to be changed to prevent the change which 
the house desires to make. There was no 
such thing as suicide in any provision of the 
the constitution. He then quoted a decision 
by Mr. Blaine, whom he spoke of as one of 
the greatest parliamentarians who ever sat in 
the speaker’s chair, to the effect that pending 
4 proposition to change the rules, dilatory 
Motions can’t be entertained. This ruling 
Was made on the 27th of January, 1875. He 
Closed by stating that the minority had no 
right further to delay the action ef the house. 
THE GAUNTIET TAKEN UP, 

Mr. Randall proceeded to reply to Mr. Reed. 
He admitted that the rules of a legislative 
body were first for the orderly conduct of 
business, and next fur the protection of the 
rights of the minority. On this latter point 
he quoted from the ruling of one of the 
Speakers of the English house of commons

He argued that just as the constitution pre- 
scribed the manner in which it should be 
amended, so the rules prescribed the manner 
in which$they should be changed. As to his 
own decision in the electoral count case, he 
put it on the ground that the law under 
which the house was then acting was greater 
than the rules, and cut oft dilatory motions. 
In the present case, however, there was no 
law interfering with the rules. As to Mr. 
Blaine’s ruling, or rather dictum, Mr. Ran- 
dall asserted that it had never been 
pressed nor advantage taken of it, but if con- 
trary effects had been made on that occasion 
(when the civil rights bill was under consid- 
eration) to suspend the rules so as to cut off 
dilatory motions without success,'so that after 
Mr. Blaine’s dictum it had been conceded 
that only by a two-thirds vote could dilatory 
motions be cut off. In conclusion he justi- 
fied the action of the minority in this con- 
tested election case. Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, 
argued on the republican side of the ques- 
tion, declaring that if dilatory motions could 
not be cut off, the munority could prohibit 
the majority from passing appropriation bills 
or disposing of any other question, great or 
small, at the whim, not merely of the minori- 
ty but of a little over one-tifth of the whole 
number. Was it possible that any legislative 
body of acivilized community could be placed 
in that condition? If so the house would be 
functus officio. its power would be dead and 
nothing would be left for it todo but to ad- 
journ and leave the government to perish. 
Mr. Kenna asked Mr. Kasson whether the 
minodity had ever been iefused the right to 
make such motions asthe minority had made 
in the presentcase? Mr. Kasson replied that 
dilatory motions had not hitherto been made 
in election cases. In those cases the house 
sat jugicially, not legislatively. Mr. Kenna 
further inquired whether the constitutional 
duty of the house was higher in election cases 
than in cases of raising revenue or passing 
appropriation bills? Mr. Kasson replied that 
it was, because the house must first fix upon 
the men to be entitled to pass on sucl imeas- 
ures. Mr. Robinson, of New York, sug- 
gested that a simple remedy was 
by- motion on Monday’ to © suspend 
therules. Mr. Kasson said he could not ad 
mit the bonafideness of that suggestion, 
coming from a man who had refused to vote 
so as to deprive the house even of a majority 
vote. In conciusion, he stated that this ob- 
struction became revolution not legislation. 
It was not a rule of proceeding but of non 
proceeding. If the speaker did not at some 
point refuse to allow dilatory motions, then, 
of course, the hands of the house were tied 
up, and it could not perform its functions. 
Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, spoke on the side 
of the minority. The house had established 
the rules, and was bound by them in all its 

roceedings. If the house could disregard them 
for one purpose it could disregard them for oth- 
er purposes. He would not characterize this 
proceeding as it struck his judgment. He 
would credit the other side with a same désire 
‘to preserve the honor and dignity of the 
house, and the integrity of its proceedings. 
That he claimed for his side. If the house 
were not bound by its rules now, it would not 
be bound at other times. If the majority 
could, in an attempt to take up a contested 


step in, in the midst-of an apprepriation bill 
and change the rules that govern the proceed- 
ings of the house in the consideration of that 
measure, and so it would go on and on until 
the rules were frittered away, and there would 
be nothing to govern the proceedings of the 
house but the arbitrary will of one man, or 
the arbitrary will of a majority. [Applause 
on the democratic side.}] That was where the 
house stood this morning, and the country 
ought to understand it. He proceeded to 
quote the remarks of Mr. Garfield in defense 
of the rights of the minority, and yielded to 
Mr. Williams, of Wisconsin, to read some fur- 
therremarks of Mr. Gartieldon the sameocca- 
sion ® which the action of the minority was 
gharacterized as revolutionary. Mr. Carlisle 
asserted that Garfield had, subsequently to 
these remarks, engaged in just such proceed- 
ings as the minority now was engaged in. 
(Cries of ‘‘Never’’ from the os apres side. ) 
In the closing period of the 46th congress this 
filibustering policy had been resorted to by 
the republican coacteg to prevent the action 
on the apportionment bills. He had not con- 
sidered that action revolutionary, although 
he had considered it unjustifiable. The right 
of the minority to protect itself by a resort to 
parliamentary process, was an unquestioned 
right in this country. In conclusivn, he de- 
fended the action of the minority in tke pre- 
sent case, declaring that there was not an en- 
lightened court of justice in Cnristendom, 
that would not suppress the testimony which 
was obiected to in this contested election case. 
OTHERS IN THE DEBATE. 

Mr. Haskell, of Kansas, made an argument 
on the republican side of the question. Mr. 
Blackburn, of Kentucky, followed on the 
democratic side. He insisted that while as- 
serting and granting the right ofthe house to 
change its rules, the change must be made ac- 
corcing to the terms and conaitions which 
the rules themselves imposed. He showed 
the incons:stency of requiring the speaker to 
exclude dilatory motions, or a question of 
amending the rules while allowing—for the 
last ten days—such motions or questions of 
the highest privilege, the right of a member 
to his seat. I{t required two-thirds 
to suspend any rule for an_ hour, 
but now the claim was taken on one day’s 
notice a majority of one could change or ab- 
rogate all the rules. In future the precedent 
now sought to be set would not be limited or 
rescrained to contested election cases. The 
same process might be resorted to in order to 
abrogate the rule that guards the treasury 
from the riders on appropriation bills. He 
pleaded with the speaker to weigh well the 
consequences of what he was asked to do, and 
to consider the power which such decision 
would give to an unbridled majority to act 
outside of the rules. It would be the enter- 
ing wedge for the abolition of all parliament- 
ary government, and would open the treasury 
to the raids of robbers and plunderers. The

Mr. Kcred, of Maine, closed the discussion, 
REED’S POINT SUSTANED BY THE SPEAKER, 

The speaker made a decision sustaining Mr. 
Reed’s point of order that dilatury motions 
cannot be made to prevent a change of the 
rules. Mr. Randall appealed from the decis- 
ion of the chairand Mr. Reed moved to lay 
the appeal on the tables. The appeal was 
laid on the table—yeas 150, nays none. After 
the announcement of the vote Mr. Cox, of 
New York, presented a protest signed by over 
100 democratic members against the ruling of 
the speaker. The pretest was not received to 
go upon the journal, but was read as a part of 
Mr. Cox's remarks so as to be printed in the 
congressional Record. The report of the 
committee on rules was adopted—yeas 150,

IN REGARD TO POLITICS AND POL- 
ITICIANS. 


As Gavuged by the New York Times—The South 8till 
Solid in its Affilidtion with the Democracy, 
Disappointed with Arthur’s Policy, and 
but Little Interested in the Tariff. 


New York, May 20,—The Times’ prints 500 
answers to the following questions, addressed 
to 100 editors of democratic papers at county 
seats in Alabama, Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, 
Louisiana, Mississipp:, North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Texas: 


First—Is the policy of the democratic party man- 
agers in harmony with the general sentiment and 
people of your district? If that policy excites any 
dissatisfaction, is it chiefly directed against the 
principles or persons sustained by the party leaders, 

Second—How do your people regard the adminis- 
tration of President Arthur. 

Third—Is there in your neighborhood any decided 
expression of opinion in regard to the tariff? If so 
what is its extent and nature”? 

THE ANSWERS SUMMED UP. 

The Times summarizes the answers to the 
first question as follows: That the south is 
solid in its affiliation with the democratic 
party may be laid down as made absolutely 
certain by these observations. The masses 
still look to the democracy as upholding their 
best interest, material and political, on all 
national issues. The people are a unit. 
Perhaps one-fourth Of the letters speak of 
dissatisfaction with the’ methods of 
the leaders, but the writers are very 
careful to state that the people are 
in full harmony with the party principles, 
and will forget all local differences in defend- 
ing them. Only in two responses to the first 
clause as follows is the answer made not en- 
tirely so. In two or three states the legisla- 
tion is not entirely satisfactory to the whole 
of the party; as for example, the stock law in 
South Carolina and the prohibition law in 
North Carolina have divided the party; but 
this division is a state matter, and would be 
lost sight of in considering national issues. 
They oppose the republicans as seeking an 
alliance with the colored man and putting 
him in power over them. They assert that 
athe ignorance of that race unfits it for 
control, and its supremacy would 
annibilate all hope of prosperity. Of the 
responses to the second questions, the ‘limes 
says that in all the letters references to the 
hope of the south from Garfield's administra- 
tion seem like a wail. The people, however, 
trusted that President Arthur would carry out 
the policy of his predecessor, but disappoint- 
ment has followed, and more than half the 
letters speak of him as a narrow partisan, 
seeking only the interests of his party, as one 
from whom nothing beneficial for the south 
can come. The appointments to office in the 
south, as a rule, are a great cause of disap- 
pointment, and are regarded as showing that 
Arthur is not friendly disposed. From the 
three states of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Arkansas only, come _ expressions 
of praise, and these are almost entirely due 
to the Mississippi levee proclamation, and 
even then generally mingled with words of 
distrust. The answers to the third question 
show, with one or two exceptions, little dis- 
cussion of the tariff reported among the peo- 
ple. Many writers say that the question is 
not understood by the masses; one that they 
have no conception of what the ‘‘tariff’ 
means. The truth appears to be that they are 
teo busy to take any interest in the matter, 
and being chiefly agriculturist the subject 
naturally attracts much less attention than in 
other sections of the country. About thirty 
letters sav that where there is any discussion 
atall the feeling is in favor of a tariff for 
revenue only with such incidental protection 
as would naturally follow. 


A NEW BANKRUPT BILL. 


} Reimbursing the Creek Indians—Adjournment for 
Decoration. 

WASHINGTON, May 29.--In the senate an 
order was made for an adjournment from to- 
day until Wednesday in honor of decoration 
day. Mr. Hoar introduced a bill to establish 
a uniform bank system of bankruptcy. He 
claimed that it was based upon the Lowell 
bill, but that while containing many provis. 
ions of that measure it reserved all the excep- 
tions under the state laws, and _ varied 
from it in some material ——par- 
ticulars. He asked that it be printed and 
tabled, the judiciary committee having 
reported the subject. So ordered. On mo- 
tion of Mr. Slater, the senate bill to reim- 
burse the Creek Indian orphan fund was 
again considered. Upon the expiration of 
the morning hour, the bill was laid aside 
without action. Mr. Rollins called up the 
bill for the sale of the old post-office site, in 
New York, and it was passed. “The Japanese 
indemnity fund bill came up as the regular 
order, but after debate it was laid aside with- 
out action. Aftera short executive session 
the senate adjourned till Wednesday. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—The president to-day 
sent to the senate the nomination of Pay- 
Inspector Joseph A. Smith to be chief of the 
bureau of provisions and clothing and pay- 
master of the navy, with the rank of commo- 
dore. The senate in executive session con- 
firmed the nomination of Leland C. Bacon, 
consul at Samana.

DELIVERED FROM POLAR ICE. 


The Arrival of Danenhower and Party in New Y¥ ork— 
An Affecting Scene. 

New York, May 29.—The steamer Celtic, 
having on hand the four survivors of the 
Jeannette expedition, was reported early 
Sunday morning outside the bar. A num- 
ber of waiting friends of the hardy Arctic 
voyagers temporarily staying in the city were 
taken down the bay to meet them on board 
Among them were 
the parents of Lieutenant Danenhower and a 
number of officers of the American geographi- 
As the Celtic approached the 
Birkbeck, a tall, full-bearded, dark com- 
plexioned man, clothed in dark material and 
wearing guarded eye-glasses, was seen on her 
deck waiving his hat. A joyful cry went up 
from the father and mother, and as the two 
boats came together Lieutenant Danenhower 
jumped. aboard the Birkbeck and w-s 
clasped in his mother’s, arms. The 
scene was an affecting one. After con- 
gratulations, Lieutenant Danenhower con- 
ducted his -weeping parents to his cabin on 
the Celtic, where he introduced them to his 
fellow sufferers. The party remained aboard 
the Celtic listening to a recital of the dreadful 
sufferings in the far north, aid the sorrowful 
tale of the fate of Commander DeLong and 
his men, until the steamer reached her dock, 
where Lieutenant Danenhower was surround- 
ed by congratulating friends, who had gath- 
ered in anticipation of his coming to give him 
a hearty welcome. 

A DIFFERENT SCENE. 

While all this was happening on the upper 
deck, a far different scene was presented in 
the small cabin below. There, with arms 
pinioned behind him, was Jack Cole, boat- 
swain of the Jeannette, crazy from long suffer- 
ing, and his brother Thomas Cole, and his son 
Jobn, were quick to go to him, and the un- 
fortunate man immediately recognized them, 
affectionately greeting both. It was sad to 
see the Weepleg son, sorrowing brother, and 
demented father. Immediately after speaking 
to his son, his miud again wandered, and he 
was once more away among the ice fields, 
struggling with the fate’ threatening 
him. He will be sent to an asylum. Lieu- 
tenant Danenhower has great confidence that 
Jack will recover, with proper treatment, in 
afew months. It was found necessary to 
secure him as the slightest thing would make 
him frantic. After a thorough investigation, 
Danenhower, said, then people can see how 
the matter stands. ‘“‘So far as suffering is 
concerned, we sulfered terribly. See my eyes? 
Some say I shall lose the sightof both. The 
left one is almost entirely blind, but the 
other appears to be at present all right.”’ 

AS TO MELVILLE. 

In answer to a question propounded as to 
his views of Engineer Melville, Lieutenant 
Danenhower earnestly said: ‘'Please say this 
for me: That I never used the language in the 
sense of Melville. Say that 1 consider him a 
brave man and a gentleman, who suffered 
with us. The attack on him was unjust and 
cowardly, particularly in his absence. Mel- 
ville did:all in his power, and did that well. 
I regret exceedingly that anything touching 
his fair name should have been said, for it 
was undesegwed. It was unjust,- both to him 
and myself. Wait till the examination 
cemes. Wait till Melville comes home and 
has a chance to speak for himself.” 

Lieutenant Danenhower said of the lost 
members of the Jennette crew that possibly 
an oar or small portion of their boat might 
be found, but that would be all. Charley Ton 
Sing, the Chinaman, said, with a funny grin, 
when asked if he would go again, ‘Yes, 
mebbe.’’ He appeared the strongest of the 
four, and viewed with an air of stoicism all 
his surroundings. 

On leaving the steamer, Danenhower and 
party were driven to the Fifth Avenue hotel, 
where rooms had been engaged for them. 
and where there was a family breakfast. 
He will remain in the city a day or two 
and then go to Washington. On his way 
he will stop in Philadelphia to visit friends 
there. When he spoke of Commander Lieut- 
entant De Long, his voice choked with emo- 
tion and hiz eyes were moist.

OUR GROWING STAPLES. 


The Largest Cotten Yield Ever Garnered Prophesied 
—Wheat and Other Crops. 

New York, May 29.—The World has special 
dispatches from New Orleans, Galveston, 
Memphis and Mobile, which it is claimed 
have been carefully prepared, showing the 
present condition and prospects of the cotton 
crop. The report sums up as follows: If 
the season from the present time until cot 
ton picking begins is an ordinary one, the 
ou look is that there will be a considerable 
increase in the amount of cotton grown in 
Alabama ard Texas over last year, and quite 
as much, notwitbstanding the overflow, in 
Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi. The 
reports from the Atlantic coast and the north- 
ern belt may not be expected to be quite so 
favorable as those from the gulf states, but 
the whole situation at this time may be re- 
garded as promising a yield in excess of that 
of the current season last year, and approx- 
imating no doubt the largest ever raised. 

THE WINTER WHEAT. 

The World also prints dispatches regarding 
the prospect of winter wheat, which repre- 
sents that a comparatively gloomy outlook 
has changed greatly for the better. The cold 
month of May, injurious as it undoubtedly 
was to much other vegetation, did not harm 
the winter wheat. It gave it vigor without 
too*ank growth. The barvest has already 
begun in Texas, and the yield is excellent in 
quality and quantity. Inthe northern states 
east of the Mississippi some fields suffered 
from winter killing, but has more recently ap- 
peared not nearly to the extent that was 
feared. There was little or no increase in 
acreage, in fact it is probable that the 
drought of last autumn caused some reduc- 
tion of the area sown, but at present there is 
little reason to doubt that the yield will he 
larger. Throughout much of the winter- 
wheat section it will be ready for harvest in 
June and over in northern latitudes in July.

New York, May 29—A well dressed man,

TEWFIK THREATENED 


RESTORES THE REINS OF POWER 
TO ARABI BEY. 


Some Lively Scenes in the Modern Cairo, in Which 
the Khedive is Compeiled to Bow to the Popu- 
lar Chieftain Arabi Bey—A State of 
Anarchy Along the Nile. 


Lonpox, May 20.—The London Observer's 
dispatch from Cairo, yesterday, says the 
khedive has refused to have any further com- 
munication with the rebels. The greatest 
anxiety and excitement prevails in Cairo and 
Alexandria. At the latter place the troops 
are. almost beyond control. The fleets are 
fully prepared for action. The crisis has as- 
sumed alarming proportions. Mr. Cookson, 
the British consul at Alexandria, has called a 
meeting of British subjects this morning. He 
said there was no reason to apprehend danger 
to life or property from the Egyptian garri- 
son, but 1f the necessity should arise for their 
leaving the city, they would be protected by 
the ironclads while embarking. 

COMPLETE ANARCHY IN CAIRO. 

Carro, May 28, 6 p. m.—Complete anarchy 
prevails. The endeavors to form a ministry 
have failed. Cheriff Pasha has declined to 
undertake the task because of the attitude of 
the Egyptian army. ‘The proceedings at the 
meeting at Sultan Pashas’ house yesterday 
afternoon were most uproarious, several offi- 
cers brandishing their swords. The notables 
appear to be intimidated. A deputation from 
the notables again waited upon the khedive 
to-day and declared that the army insisted 
upon the reinstatement of Arabi 
Bey, adding that the khedive would 
otherwise be in danger of his life. The 
khedive rephed that nothing would induce 
him to assenttotheir demand. It is rumored 
that France and,England are quite convinced 
that the porte has openly encouraged the 
khedive while secretly countenancing the 
action of the army, the object being to bring 
It is stated that 
France and England have consequently 
threatened the porte with foreign interven- 
tion, unless the watchword of immediate and 
complete submission is given to the Egyptian 
army. The khedive to-day received a tele- 
grani from: the porte expressing disapproval 
of the attitude of the military party, and 
asking the khedive to advise them to observe 
moderation, otherwise foreign intervention 
may beconie inevitable. 

THE KHEDIVE'S SCKRENDER TO ARABI BEY. 

Carro, May 28,10 p.m.—An official state- 
ment bas just been issueJ. It says thatat5 
o’ clock to-day all the ulemas of the El Azar 
university, the whole chamber of notab.es, 
numerous notabilities and a deputation from 
the schools and a body of native merchant 
came to the palace to pray the khedive to take 
back Arabi Bey as minister of war, because 
the army insisted on that course,and men- 
aced them, and the khedive persisted in re- 
fusing to reinstate him. In consequence of 
the reiterated entreaties of the  rep- 
resenatives of the people, the 
khedive, desirous of the mainte- 
nance of order and tranquility in the 
country, has aeceeded to their prayer by rein- 
stating Arabi Bey. ‘The statement declares 
that the situation is unchanged, and that be 
fore he wag restored to power Arabi Bey gave 
assurances to the. diplomatic agents of Ger- 
many, Austria, Italy and Russia, who had 
declared that they held him responsible for 
public security. ‘The president of the coun- 
cil and other ministers have not yet been ap- 
pointed. The khedive has received a tele- 
gram from the grand vizier at Stamboul, an- 
nouncing the immediate departure for Egypt 
of a Turkish commissioner. 

A THREAT TO THE KHEDIVE. 

The khedive was informed that an armed 
force was in readiness to convey him a prison- 
er to Kubbeh if he refused to reinstate Arabi 
Bey. He replied: ‘‘I bow tothe will of the 
nation.’’ A blow is inflicted on the prestige 
of England and France which only the ut- 
most energy on their part can parry. The 
khedive is now a mere puppet in the hands 


of Arabi Bey. 
THE SITUATION CONSIDERED ABROAD. 


Ber.in, May 29.—All the powers excepting 
France are agreed that in the évent of inter- 
vention in Egypt becoming necessary for the 
maintenance of the status quo, it should be 
made by the sultan himself 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 29.—The Marquis 
Denoalles, French ambassador, dined with the 
sultan yesterday evening The menacing at- 
titude assumed toward the khedive by the 
factions of Egypt, causes intent excitement 
here. 

Tunis, May 29.—The French authorities 
here are greatly irritated by the intelligence 
that the Turkish troops are disembarked near 
the frontier, between Tripoli and Tunis in 
order to reinforce the camp already existing. 
The submission of the insurgent Arabs is now 
regarded as probables 

DISCUSSING AFFAIRS IN EGYPT. 

Lonpon, ‘May 29.—The Daily News, ina 
leading article, says it is the first duty of the 
government to protect the lives of English- 
men resident in Egypt without delay. It 
hopes that the iron clads at Alexandria are 
equal to the task, though the English admiral 
adasiie his inability to land men. When this 
primary obligation is discharged, then the 
real difficflties of the situation will only begin 
The dtplicity of the porteis now tolerably 
certain. It will be impossible for Mr. Glad- 
stone to assist in making Turkish rule a real- 
ity in Egypt. The Standard says that if 
Turkish intervention is impossible, then 
France and England must take the matter 
into their own hands immediately. The 
Daily Telegraph declares that the policy of 
deference to France has been carried be- 
yond _ the limits of prudence. The 
Post blames Mr. Gladstone for 
forgetting the traditions of British policy and 
allying the government with the anti-Turkish 
proceedings of France. 

A majority of the Turkish ministers favor 
the immediate dispatch of a squadron to Ezypt 
With an imperial commissioner. It is stated 
that the British and French ambassadors have 
withdrawn their objections to Turkish inter. 
vention. 

Some evening French journals state that 
negotiations are proceeding between England 
and France with a view to the dispatch of 
special envoys to co-operate with the Turkish 
commissioner who is going to Egypt. 

Arabi ,Bey demands the withdrawal of the 
circular of the khedive against the continu- 
ance of recruiting.

A SCENE IN COURT. 


A Washingten Judge Declares an A@idavit to Bea 
:Perjury. 

WasHIneton, May 29.—In the criminal 
court to-day, after argument, Judge Wylie 
over-ruled the motion to quash the indict 
ment of Turner, and Mr. Wiison noted an ex- 
ception. Mr. Cole then read the affidavit of 
Rerdell, alleging that he absolutely knew of 
the misconduct of the grand jury, and it was 
read. Judge Wylie manifested the greatest 
indignation as the  sreading proceed- 
ed, and interrupted Mr. Cole to say 
that to his own knowiedge it was wholly un- 
true.

Cole en- 
deavored to explain that it was perhaps his 
fault, inasmuch as he drew up the affidavit, 
and Rerdell had signed it in a 
hurry. “Pérhaps he thought he was 
swearing to his belief, not to his knowledge, 
said Cole, but the paper had already been 
filed, and the cour refused to allow its with- 
drawal, leaving the defendant’s counsel much 
disturbed. The court then asked if there 
were any further matters, “because,” 
said he, ‘if there are IY overrule 
them.” The court then paid 
a high compliment to the grand jury, and 
Mr. Merrick asked that the defendants be 
called upon to plead, and the court ordered 
them to stand up in a body and plead. Pleas 
of not guilty were entered by all the defend- 
ants. A number of other motions were made, 
and overruled, and the court set Thursday as 
the day for ‘the trial to begin.

New YorkK, May 29.—The will of the late 
Cornelius J. Vanderbilt, who committed sui- 
cide ashort time ago, is being contested by 
his sister, Mrs. Mary A. Leban Berger. He 
left an estate valued at $750,000, not one 
penny of which went to any persons by the 
nameof Vanderbilt. He bequeathed $120,000 
to his friend George N. Terry, and sums 
of money to other friends, giving $1,000 
to each of his sisters to purchase some article 
in remembrance of him. Mrs. Berger, in con- 
testing the will, alleges that Cornelius at the 
time the will was executed was a resident of 
Connecticut, where all his real estate was sit- 
uated; that the writing was not his last will 
that its execution was not his voluntary act, 
and that he was not of sound mind at the 
time he signed it. She alleges that the docu- 
ment was procured by frauds, practic- 
ed on Cornelius by Terry and 
others; that the testutorsuffered from epilectic 
fits for years, and was weak mentally, and 
easily influenced; that Terry attached himself 
to Cornelius in the hope of getting his 
money;

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How the Northern Assembiy Rece'ved the Action of 
the Atlanta Asseembly—A Frantic Waving of 
the Ploody Shirt—Theology and Poli. 
tics in Broken Doses. 


Sprincrrevp, lL, May 26.—The first busi 
ness of the eighth day’s session of the Presby- 
terian general assembly was the adoption of 
a resolution offered by the special committee 
on Mormonism, indorsing and congratulating 
congress on its action in passing a law for the 
extirpation of polygamy in the United States, 
Then followed the most exciting scene of this 
general assembly. The majority and minority 
reports of the committee on correspondence 
were presented, to which had been referred 
the telegram from the Presbyterian general 
assembly, at Atlanta, received yesterday. 

The majority report is as follows: 

The moderator is instructed to telegraph to the 
modérator of the general assembly, in session at 
Atlanta, Ga, that his telegram is received with 

‘much enthusiasm by this assembly, and in order to 
remove ail difficulties in the way of that full and 
formal fraternal correspondence between the two 
assemblies whic. we are, On OUr part, prepared to 
accept, we adupt the following, to-wit: 

While receding from no principle, we regret and 
withdraw all eapressions of our assembly which 
may be regarded as a reflection upon or offensive t» 
the general assembly of the Presbyterian church in 
the United States, and we renew the expression of 
our warmest fraternal regard for all who compose 
its communion and our readiness to exchange dele- 
gates forthwith.

By this time the excitement in tbe hall 
was very great. The friends of the majority 
reportinsisted that a vote be taken and the 
‘bloody chasm’’ bridged. But not so withthe

Dr. Herrick Johnson, moderater, who 
bad left the chair to Dr. Prime, of New York, 
touk the floor and offered to amend the mi- 
nority report by prefixing the following words 
at the beginning of the first clause: ‘That 
while disclaiming all responsibility for the 
acts of previous assemblies, known as New 
and Old Schools, and while,” ete. He offcred 
the amendment without remarks. Judge 
Moore, of Chicago, took the floor and made a 
most vigorous speech against Dr. Johnson’s 
amendment. He said it was time to stop 
higgling about ‘‘tweedledee and _ tweedle- 
dum.’ Dr. Johnson’s amendment left the 
matter where it has always been. It was 
opening the old sores without applying any 
remedy. Now was the time to 
act by adopting the majority report. 
The imaginary lines between the north and 
the south should be wiped out by the church, 
the ‘bloody chasm’’ should be bridged, and 
the ‘bloody shirt’? waved no more. We 
must meet those southern people in a spirit 
of brotherly love and fraternal kindness, as 
our blessed Lord had commanded us to do. 
Now was the time to doit, and he hoved the 
amendment would not prevail, but that the 
majority report would be adopted as it came 
from the committee.

Moderator Johnson read from. the 
old and new school churches, to show what 
had been said and which the assembly now 
proposed to recall. Rev. Dr. Wright, of Tex- 
as, said there were many on the floor of this 
assembly, who were doing something else 
during the dark days of the republic, when 
the church was engaged in _ passing 
those resolutions. There were those 
on this floor who had borne arms for 
the union who would vote for the mujority 
report. This action embodied the young 
blood of the south.

remembered the words of the otber martyred 
president, that “the union was forever right.”’ 
We could not withdraw the offensive words 
of our fathers. Judge Breckenridge, of Ken- 
tucky, said ig it that we should send this 
greeting as a unanimous action or the action 
of simply the majority. It is necessary to 
reply to our southern brethren in the same 
language they did to us. Will it chill the 
southern blood if we don’t? He could not 
forget the past—the action of our fathers. 
History teaches us one word will revive the 
past. The southern brethren have demanded 
we should retract; we have said we cannot. 
The union of the old and new schools bound 
us to the acts of the past. Are we going to 
unsav in astrain of en‘ husiasm what we have 
said in the past? Finally Moderator Johnson 
asked and obtained unanimous consent to 
introduce the following resolution and ask its 
adoption as a separate action from the major- 
ity committee’s report, after which he would 


withdraw bis amendment: 
Resolyed, That in the action about to be taken we 
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disclaim any reference to the acts of other assem- 
blies concerning loyalty or rebellion, but only to 
those concerning schism, blasphemy and heresy. 

The resolution was promptly adopted, when 
Moderator Johnson withdrew his amendment, 
and the committee's majority’s report was 
adopted with ouly two or three dissenting 
votes. Then followed loud and hearty ap- 
“aap lasting several minutes—every mem- 

er of the vast assembly taking part, and. ex- 
pressing most satisfactory relief that this 
question, which at one time seemed likely 
to bring serious results, had been thus 
happily disposed of. All were happy. Rev. 
Mr. Prince, of New York, was called en 
by the moderator, and made a most earnest 
prayer, thanking the Almighty that the last 
vestige of bitterness had been removed from 
the church, north as wel! assouth, after which 
the entire assembly joined in singing, with 
splendid effect, ‘‘Praise God from whom all 
blessings flow,” etc. The “bloody chasm’’ ‘is 
bridged. Now stop waving the “bloody 
shirt!” The discussion just ended occupied 
the entire forenoon session except a few mo- 
ments at the opening. During its progress 
the large hall was packed with’ members of 
the assembly and interested spectators, while 
all the galleries were filled to overflowing. In 
the settlement of this question an old and 
troublesome subject is finally set at rest, much 
to the relief of all good Presbyterians.

THE DUTY OF THE HOUR, 

At a recent dinner given to Governor 
Hamilton in Baltimore the duty of the 
democratic party was freely discussed, and 
the sentiment of those present and of those 
who sent lettersof regret was in favor of polit- 
ical and administrative reform as the para- 
mount duty of the hour. General. Hancock 
wrote: “An administration carefully select- 
ing men of high character and uusullied 
lives for the public service, who will be un- 
tiring in hunting out corruption and relent- 
less in its punishment, is the great desidera- 
tum of ourcountry Even the humblest of 
our citizens is interested in seeing our im- 
mense revenues handied by honest hands.”’ 
Mr. Hewitt was equallyemphatic: ‘It is not 
possible,’ ne said; “that any man can ren- 
der a greater service than that which eradi- 
cates corruption from the body politic and 
restores the administration to a sound and 
economical basis. When the people lose con- 
fidence in the honesty oftheirrulers the very 
foundations of social order are unsettled, 
and in the private transactions of life, in- 
stead of confidence and integrity, weare sure 
soon to find suspicion and dishonesty. In 
other words, there cannot bea well ordered 
government be honest 
and energetic.” Governor Hamil- 
ton himself said ~~ later in the 
evening: “‘We want reform—not in its literal 
contracted ‘sense to ‘form again,’ but in its 
most expansive signification, that would 
bring from bad to good; that would amend 

what is defective, vicious or corrupt, as well 
in small as in great things—nothing that im- 
parts wrong or defect to be left untouched by 
the aggressive but restoring hand.”’ Generel 
Bradley [. Johnson, in a fiery speech, declared 
that “the duty of the democratic party is to 
restore the government io the people, for the 
people. itis to drive out the bosses, crush 


society unless the 
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the ring, expel the lobby. It is the party of 
the people. It believes in their honesty their 
patriotism and their capacity. It toler- 
atesno masters. It offers equal opportuni- 
ties to all~mechanic or lawyer, merchant or 
farmer all occupy the same ground, with 
right to rise by their own merits, and the 
wishes of the people alone. The consent of 
“ho master, the collar of no boss, is required, 
but a fair and equal opportunity to achieve 
honor, reputation and success is secured to 
each one. Thisis the duty of the hour of the 
democratic party—peace and order, prosper- 
ity and happiness, to all the people. The 
great problems of the future which loom up 
before us can only be satisfactorily solved on 
its principles. The fast-coming issue be- 
tween men and money, between monopoly 
and corporate power and the people, can 
only be settled by applying its principles of 
justice and equal rights.” 

These declarations show ‘that thoughtful 
democrats believe the chief issue of the next 
campaign should be that of reform in 
its broadest sense—reform in party manage- 
ment, reform in state as well as federal ad- 
ministration, in legislation, in expenditures, 
in the civil service, in the revenue, in the 
army, navy,in every branch of the service. 
Reform is the true mission of every democrat 
at this time. It isthe one issue upon which 
we can carry the country, because it is the 
chief thing that the people desire in the pub- 
lic service at this time. —

MR. ATKINSON’S NEWEST THEORY. 

In the current number of the Atlantic 
Monthly, Mr. Edward Atkinson, whois never 
weary of singing the peans of material pro- 


gress and development, has a suggestive arti- 
cle on “The Rapid Progress of Communism.” 
The article is suggestive because the moral it 
teaches is so entirely different *from that 
which Mr. Atkinson sets out to teach, and 
because it is in such violent contrast with an 
article in the Fortnightly Review from the 
pen of Mr. Frederic Harrison. Mr. Atkinson 
paysa glowing tribute to the forces which are 
behind the development and the invention of 
the age, while Mr. Harrison utters an elo- 


quent protest against that spirit which seems 
to be too anxious to fall down and worship 
them. 

But Mr. Atkinson, who is invariably bright- 
est and most plausible when he is most illogi- 
cal, payc something more than a mere tribute 
to the forces of material development. He 
maintains that this material development is 
the modern form of communism. His theo- 
ry, in brief, is that all the great inventors and 
speculators of the age—all the possesso!s of 
the colossal fortunes which have been accu 
mulated under modern conditions—are real 
and effective communists who ‘have brought 
“about a community of subsistence, which is 
“the material point on which prosperity de- 
“nends.”’ The great fortunes themselves, 
says Mr. Atkinson, are ‘“‘a measure—to be 
“sure an. insuffiient one—of the services 
“rendered by those who acquired them.”’ 

Mr. Atkinson also announces, with curi 
ous elation, that the inventions in connection 
with the manufacture of cotton cleth have 
deprived sixteen million people of continuous 
daily employment; and he then proceeds to 
eulogize. George Stephenson, Sir Edward 
Cunard, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sir Henry 
Bessemer and McCormick as the five greatest 
levelers known to history. There is an abun- 
eant mixture of sophistry in such statements 
as this, so that while they are not even plaus- 
ible, they tend to confuse the truth. Mr. 
Atkinson is partly right and partly wrong; 
rather, to employ his own method of state- 
ment, he is partly right and wholly wrong. 
Every benefit conferred by the speculative 
energy and inventive genius of his five -great 
levelers has been offset by the fresh power 
and impulse given to the monopolies which 
areone among most grievous results of our 
progress. 

We do not need to go behind the curtain 
with Mr. Atkinson to discover what he would 
be at. His cuteness develops his purpose. 
As a thoughtful business man of the period, 
he takes this ingenious method of soothing 
the restless and uneasy spirit which is even 
now cropping out in the commercial centers 
of the north in the presence of the vast accu- 
mulations of wealth which such men as Van- 
derbilt and Jay Gould are selfishly piling up 
day after day and year after year. Mr. At- 
kinson would have us believe that these accu- 
mulations of wealth are an_ insufficient 
measure of services rendered to the public. 
We need npt employewords to show the shal- 
lowness ofsuch reasoning. If it be true that 
capital isa measure of the services rendered 
the public by its possessors, then Gould, and 
Vanderbilt, and Mackey, and Henry Hilton 
are the greatest benefactors of their race that 
the world has ever seen: whereas, an point 
of fact, as Mr. Atkinson well knows, the great- 
est benefactors of the human race in the di- 
rection of all improvement, and progress, and 
development, have been men who have lived in 
financial distress and died in povérty. This 
is the history of progress, and every episode 
and eventin the march of civilization attests 
its truth. 

Mr. Atkinson’s theory will serve admirably 
as the basis of a magazine article, but it will 
not serve as an excuse for the oppressions to 
which the people are subjected in order that 
the accumulations of capital may be increased. 
The dollars of the millionaires represent the 
blood of the poor, and the ease with which 
they are accumulated by the favored ones 
shows that the statesmanship of the country 
has not as yet been equal to the task of prop- 
erly adjusting the relations that exist between 
the monopolists and the needy labor of the 
country. Another objection to Mr. Atkin- 
son’s theory is that it makes no sort of dis- 
tinction between the man who inherited a 
railroad and the man who invented a mouse 
trap. Surely, one is something more of a 
public benefactor than the other. But which? 


A FEW MORE FIGURES. 

Georgia contains 1,542,180 people, 58,980 
square miles of land, 303,060 families, and 
289,474 dwellings. There are in the state 26.15 
persons or 5.14 families to a square mile, and 
4.91 dwellings. In the average family there 
are 5,09 persons, and in she average dwelling 
5.33 persons. The average family in the state 


possesses 124.55 acres, or 24.48 acres to a 
person. 

Georgia is one of the thinly populated states. 
'In this respect Rhode Island heads the list, 
| for she has 254.87 persons to a square mile, 
| while Massachusetts has 221.78, New Jersey 
| 151.73, Conrecticut 128.52, and New York 
| 106.74. Texas has on|y 6.07 people to a square 
“mile, and Florida 4.97. In Rhode Island 


there are fifty-five families toa square mile, 
in Georgia 5, and in Texas only a little more 
than one. A square mile in Rhode Isiand 
holds thirty-eight dwellings, in New York six- 
teen, and in Massachusetts thirty-four. In 
Texas a square mile is lucky that is honored 
with one dwelling. 

The ayerage Oregonian owns 346 acres, and 
he is followed by the citizen of Colorado, whu 
owns 341 acres. A Californian is content 
with 115 acres, while a Floridian wants 128 
acres. The average possession in Connecticut, 
Massachusetts, New Jersey and Rhode Island 
is less than five acres. The minimum of soil 
is in Rhode Island, where the allowance per 
capita is 2.51 acres. The- average familv in 
Texas holds 564 acres against 124 in Georgia, 
and 13.55 in Massachusetts, 40.64 in Ohio, 
and 60.55 acres in Illinois. 

The average dwelling in Rhode Island con- 
tains 6.68 people; in Vermont, 4.98; in New 
York, 6.58, and in Maryland, 6.03. Families 
range in size from 5.58 people in Maine to 
4.11 in Nevada. Georgia is in this respectan 
average state. 

In the entire country there are 9,945,916 
families, living in 8,955,812 dwellings. About 
seventeen people live in three dwellings on 
each square nile. As there are 5.04 persors 
toa family, there are nearly three and a half 
families to asquare mile. If the land of the 
country were equally divided each family 
would have 186 acres, and each person 37 
acres, exclusive of the Indian territory and 
all tracts of unorganized real estate. We 
have, therefore, plenty of elbow room. . In 
Georgia there are 124 acres to every man, 
woman and child in the state. Ifthe density 
of Rhode Island is ever reached in Georgia the 
state will contain about 15,000,000 people, 
and as Atlanta contains about one-thirtieth of 
her population it is reasonable to say that the 
population of the city would be 500,000. This 
would, of course, involve a considerable boom 


in real estate.

They 
were made up of the fodder and husks of a politi- 
cian’s life, but this contains copious extracts from 
the diary of the Princess Meianie, Metternich’s 
third wife. This diary is entertaining because it 
contains the fresh thoughts of a devoted wife who 
was also a woman of considerable intellect, 

ARCTIC SUNBEAMS: or, From Broadway to the Bos- 
phorus by way of the north Cape, By Samuel &, 
Cox, New York; G. P. Putman’s sons, Atlanta;

This volume isfreshand hot from the pen of 

Sunset Cox—the incorrigible Samuel—who appear 
to be as cute asa travelerashe is as a congress- 
man. Apartfrom atendency to joke here and 
there—-as though determined to maintain his repu- 
tation as a humorist at the the ex pense of his dig- 
nity—Mr.Cox’s book is very bright and very enter- 
tuining. It is written in a free-and-easy, off-hand 
style and carries the reader into regions where no 
tourists save wild geese and democratic congress- 
men ever venture. 

A History OF ENGLAND inthe Eighteenth Century. 
By William Edward Hartpole Lecky. New York;

Itis easier to dispose of this work with a note 
than to review a collection of Iowan poems It is 
only necessary to give the title and to add that the 
literary Englishman who doesn’t write a history of 
his native clime is hardly entitled to all the privi- 
leges of citizenship. We make this statement with 
due caution, but for fear it is not cautious enough, 
we take pleasure in adding thata history of seven 
or eight volumes is not an easy thing to write. 

THE NAVAL WAR OF J812; or, the History of the 
‘Inited States Navy during the last War with 
Great Britain. By Theoduore Roosevelt. New 
York: G. P. Putman’s Sons. Atlanta: Holman, 
Cottin & Co. Cloth, pp. 498. Price £2. 

Mr. Roosevelt has endeavored to write a history of 
the naval operations of the war of 1812, Just enough 
and impartial enough to warrant its reception asin 
authority by Englishmen as well as Americans, and 
his book isa candid and complete account of the 
war which arose out of Americag resistance to the 
British idea ‘‘once a subject, always a subject.”’ 
Justatthe present moment we would be glad to 
know thata copy of this work had been duly for- 
warded to Mr. Lowell, our poetic minister to the 
court of: St. James, who may be enabled to learn 
from the opening chapters that Americans have not 
been unwilling to go to war to maintain the rights 
of naturalized citizens. 

THE PRESENT RELIGIovs Crisis. By Augustus 
Blauvelt, New York: G. P. Putnam’s Sons, At- 
lanta: Holman, Coffin & Co. Cloth, vp. 196, 
Price $1. 

The reader will be astonished to learn that there 
is a religious crisis, and if he is of an inquiring 
turn he willimmediately make an investigation. 
Should he begin with Dr. Blauvelt’s book, he need 
go no further than the preface to discover that the 
crisis in question is in the author's mind. Dr 
Blauvelt is certainly disturbed, but so far as we can 
perceive, the religious portion of our population is 
qufetly going about its business, praising the Lord, 
and dispensing charity and doing all manner of 
good, just as though no erisis ever existed. The 
crisis to which Dr. Blauvelt aliudes isa very harm- 
less one. It consists simply in the fact that the 
doctor thinks the theologians of the present day 
have not grappled seriously and confidentt¥ with 
the disputes and wrangles that iorma part of the 
history of theological discussion. The position of 
the author of this book is that the traditional 
Protestant conceptions about both the Bible and 
religion instead of being scientifically defensible. 
even down to details, require a-revision and 1e- 
statement of the most revolutionary character. This 
is the crisis, and those who are even casnally ac- 
quainted with the drift of theological diseussion 
will at once perccive that the crisisand the position 
of Dr. Blauvelt are as old and harmless as the ar- 
guments employed by Colonel Bob Ingersoll.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK, 
From the New York Journal of Commerce. 

Our tavle is covered with questions relating to 
the financial future. Thereisevidently anxiety on 
the part of all who are engaged in any department 
oi trade as to the business outlook, and many of 
our shrewdest me:chants aud bankers are at fault 
in determining their course. The reason of this 
nervousness and indecision is obvious. The coun- 
try has passed through a most remarkable financial 
experience, unlike anything heretofore known in 
its history. The imports of foreign produce and 
merchandise have not been small, but the exports 
have-been so enormously large that the balance of 
trade has been greatly in favor of thiscountry. For 
the year ending December 31, 1877, the excess of 
exports reached $164,000.090; for 1878 the excess was 


$:303,006,000; for 1879 it was $154,000,000: for 1880 it 


was $125,000,000 for 1881 1t was $114,000,000: and for 
the first two months of 1882 it was $13,884,006. In 
March the balance turned the other Way, and the 
excess of imports for the month was $2.682,000. In 
April the excess of imports will be two or three 
times as much asin March, and it would appear as 


if the tide hadturned. For the previous five years 
the exess of sxports had amounted to nearly niue 
hundred millions of dollars. As & conse- 
quence Of this excess of exports the large 
vroduct of gold and silver has been kept te 
the county. and there has been a steady flow 
of the precious metals toward our ports. This 
money for several years has been earning a 
very low rate of interest, and at our financial cen- 
ters large sums of mouey have been ing for 
employmentatan average of less than half the 
legal rate. in former periods there were intervals 
of an easy money market, but the moment the 
autumn came and the crops were to be moved the 
demand grew «active, and capitalists were each 
year taxed to the utmost to furnish the needed su p- 
ply. During the last few years there have been no 
seasons of stringency, and it has been impossible to 
make permaueut investmenis of an undoubted 
character to pay over 4, or4 percent annual in- 
terest. On cali the lending rate in this city for 
three years has not averaged 3 per cent. and upon 
government stocks has ruled at 2 per cent for 
months together. This plethora of capital 
at a low rate of interest has not been an 
uvuimixed blessing even if we concede 
that on the whole it has been productive of 
good. It has been a most trying period for persons 
with fixed incomes. No one whoe earnings have 
been augmented through the abundance of capital 
can justly estimate the straits. the inching, and 
often the sore distress in families w hose old-time 
competence, without any waste or loss of their 
property, was dwindled into a seanty hoard by the 
cheapness of money. Another evil connected with 
this abundance and cheapness of money hax been 
the encouragement of visionary or reckless enter- 
prises, which would have had no support but for 
the temptation they offered to capital that was idle 
and seeking employment. Many very desirable 
improvements have been effected through this 
plethora: but not a few have anticipated their 
true era by a dozen years, and others which 
ought never to have been encouraged have 
swallowed up larze sums that are thus utterly 
wasted. The balance of trade is now turned 
agaiust ns.

A SUCCESS. 


Ensilage Experimenta Made at Oglethorpe Pan 
Vesterday. 
' Yesterday morning through the cou 
State Agricultural Commissioner Henderson, , 
CONSTITUTION representative was driven out 4 
Oglethorpe park for the purpose of witnessing ty 
opening of one of the silo pits which were Mad 
last October. This experiment is considered one ¢ 
the most important ever attempted in Georgia, ang 
the results obtained already are sufficiently SUCCEg 
ful to guarantee the permanency of ensilage iD the 
south. These pits were not perfect by any m 
and hence the discovery made this morning we 
all the more gratifying on this a4 . 
They should have been inclosed vid 
boards on all sides, but ins 
were left open with only the roof to protect then 
from eight months of stormy weather. The » 
beatin and moisture trickled down the sides 
quantities. The pit contezined about tWer ty-finy 
tons of forage of various kinds, peavines, corns als 
with the fodder on, sorghum cane and potate ving 
being the composition. All this was cut UP Ver 
fine and packed in by the heavy treading of twy 
men. Boards were laid across the mass, andop 
these about eight tons of ston sand other weight: 
In the first twenty-four hours the silo Sank thy 
inches: since then it only sank eight inches, shoy. 
ing how compact the mass was. The pit was four. 
teen feetlong, eight feet wide and eight feer deep 

It required about half an hour to remove the 
weights, which work was accomplished by try 
able-bodied negroes. Judge Henderson, Colone 
Redding, Colonel Mark Hardin and  seyey 
other gentlemen looked anxiously for the fig 
sight of the ensilage, and when at last a very fq 
scent came up through the boards and the sy 
anes as black us one’s hat, Judge Henden, 
said : 

“I begin to feel discourazed.”’ 

“Don’t give up yet.”’ put in Colonel Harden, 4 
believe it’s all right.’’ 

‘‘Does it all smell like this ?’’ asked the Congr, 
TUTION. This question was answered in silenc 
Directly, however, when a dozen boards had bee 
removed and thecentre of the sill was neared 
small spots of green began to appear and Judy 
Henderson cried out, ‘‘Here boy, bring that shovel 
I believe it isgoing to pan out good anyhow.” 

Then Colonel Hardin got down and picked Up 
some in his hands and tasted it. 

“ ir as good as sourkraut,”’ 
said: ‘‘Try some, judge.’’ The judge took a bi 
and remarked: ‘'Hardin, itsfine. I am happy, ay 
we have scored another victory!’’ A more de 
lighted man was never seen than Commissione 
Henderson appeared at that moment. This was t 
be one of the events of the decade, and here it wa 
before the eyes of a dozen interested men, an over. 
whelming succe-s. It was too much for the judge 
and he had to give vent to his utmost admiratio, 
at the sight of the ensilage as it layin the pits 
mass of stuff that held in 1t< bosom a growth worth 
its thousands to the state of Georgia. Exposed » 
every sort of weather, built more by guess thy 
otherwise, it proved a far greater success than ayy 
one dared hope. 

There were two of these pits filled atthe sam 
time, but one of them was opened after being cloat 
one month. The longest authentic period know 
for ensilage to last ie eighteen months, and Jud 
Henderson and Colonel Harden both give itas ther 
opinion thut this pit would have kept even longe 
than this. 

As there are twenty-five tons of the forage in th 
silo. those who desire to test its merit can do soy 
sending out tothe parkand gettingit. THe Cop 
STITUTION would be glad to hear from any one who 
tries it. There can be no doubt about the impor 
tance of this experiment, and Georgia farmers wil 
hail with delight its unmeasured success.

THE ATLANTA UNIVERSITY. 


When the Commencement Will Be—A Talk With 
Professor Francia. 

The Atlanta university commencement will 
take place on Thursday, June 15th. The ex- 
amination exercises will occupy the three 
preceding days. This institution is one of 
several in Atlanta for the education of col- 
ored people. Yesterday a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter called at the university and asked Mr. 
Francis, one of the professors, how the uni- 
versity was getting along. He replied: 

“The university is in a most flourishing 
condition. The first building waz erecied in 
1269 but was not large enough for the de- 
mands, and in 1870 another was erected. We 
are now building a third at a cost of about 
forty-five thousand dollars. It will be com- 
pleted soon. The walls, as you can see, are 
rapidly going up.”’ sige 

IT see that you have named it Stone Hall,”’ 
said the reporter. 

“We name it Stone Hallin honor of Mrs. 
Stone, of Malden, Massachusetts, who, about. 
two years ago, gave the university fifty thous- 
and dollars.”’ 

‘“T believe the state makes an appropriation 
to the university every year, does it not?” — 

“Yes, The dirst appropriavion was made in 
1870, and was $8.000. The same amount was 
appropriated in 1871 and 1873. In 1574 a bill 
was passed making an annual appropriation 
of $8,000. One pupil is admitted free of tui- 
tion on account of thestate forevery member 
of the house-of representatives.

Paulding county has, according to the 
tax returns, 165,947 acresof improved land 
and 38,361 acres of wild land. 

The population of the county by the cen- 
sus of 1580, was 10,887. The tax returns show 
the polls of the county for 1881, to number 
1,770 white and 110 colored. 

The county is splendidly timbered and wa- 
tered, and the land very productive and 
yields fine crops of corn, wheat, all grasses 
and clover, as well as cotton. 

It is equal to the best, if not the very best, 
county in the state for the production of ap- 
ples, and no portion of north Georgia is equal 
to it for producing peaches; and the poultry 
products of Paulding excel those of any other 
county in Georgia trading to Atlanta. 

This county is remarkable for its valuable 
mineral deposits—gold, slate, marble and 
copper, besides iron and granite in abun- 
dance. 

_ Dallas has hitherto been one of Georgia’s 
isolated small towns, and comparatively un- 
important; but this is changed. Soon the vi- 
talizing influences of the locomotive, which 
gives a healthful glow to every section it tra- 
verses, will be passing through the town, both 
ways. Property is advancing in price. A 
new town has been surveyed and divided into 
business and residence lots, with wide streets, 
under the supervision of Colonel George W. 
Adair, of this city, and they are already being 
sold, and preparations are making for a lively 
business, : 
THE CINCINNATI AND GEORGIA ROAD. 

The Cincinnati and Georgia is gradually 
closing the distance between Atlanta and 
Macon. The track-laying has reacued Mce- 
Donough, and is coming this way at the rate 
of one mile per day. The grading has all 
been finished except about a mile at this end 
of the line, and the tresseling on South river 
and other streams between this place and Mc 
Donough are being constructed rapidly,- and 
will be ready forthe track when they are 
reached, Through trains to Macon on the 
first of July next. 


SUNDAY AT THE LIBRARY. 


How Opening the Hall on Sunday Worked—A Most 
Satisfactory Scheme. 

When it was proposed to open the Young 
Men’s library on Sundays from 2 to9p. m., 
the Opinion was very general that the idea 
would meet with the approval of almost 
everyone. The large hall and well ventila- 
ted rooms afford a most delightful resort, and 
when is added the shelves tilled with books 
and the tables laden with interesting papers 
and magazines, the place is indeed attractive 
enough to draw a crowd. Heretofore the 
library has been kept open on Sunday morn- 
ings from half-past eight to half-past ten, but 
usually the number of visitors was not large. 
No little interest was manifested to see how 
the new rule would work. There 
were quite a number of new 
members who had not taken a good look at 
the library, and it was expected that there 
would be quite a number of them who would 
visit the hall. Sunday morning the library 
was opened at the usual hour and remained 
open for two hours, During that time there 
were fifteen visitors, and. five carried away 
books. he others took books from 
shelves and read them in the library. At half- 


past tep the library was closed, and at two it | 


was re-opened. The afternoon was rainy and 
the new rule did not have a fairshowing; but 
during the afternoon and evening there were 
about 75 visitors. Only seven carried away 
books, the other preferring to remain In the 
hall and read. It was clearly demonstrated 
that the new idea of keeping the library open 
on Sunday afternoons and evenings would be 
very popular and that a good attendance 
might be expected One or two rather am- 
using things occurred during the day. One 
of the new members applied for a book, *‘any 
book,”” be said, he ‘‘didn’t care.” After 
naming over a iong list of the books in stock 
and failing to find exactly what the visitor 
wanted, Librarian Billups finally suggested 
that he go into the alcoves and make his own 
selection. ‘The new member then hitched up 
his pantaloons a litile, looked embarrassed, 
and said: 

“To tell you the truth, I can’t read; but if 
you will let me have some book that you 
think will interest me, Il wil) take it home 
and get my folks to read it to me.”’ 

The librarian let him have a book, and the 
visitor retired in high anticipation of the 
pleasure that awaited him. It-is probable 
that that one book will cause more real pleas- 
ure around some hearthstone than dozens of 
others that have gone out havedone. An- 
other new member from the classic shades of 
Brooklyn said he wanted “Big Foot Wallace,” 
but there was fiot such a-story in the library. 
Still another wanted **Wild Western Scenes,’ 
but neither of them could be acconimodated. 
They selected other books and went away 
satisfied. It seems that the late heavy influx 
of members was largely from the ranks of the 
working people, and the prospect is that the 
library is now about to do a great work in a 
new field. If aman who cannot read carries 
to his fireside books that are there read aloud 
by his wife or his children good will follow,and 
even if the man who wants “Big Foot Wal- 
lace,’ does not find his favorite story in the 
library he will find other books there that are 
just as interesting, and even more instructive, 
and thus the bone and sinew of the city will 
come to regard the library asa great reservoir 
of reading matter accessible to all, and it will 
get a firm hold on the hearts of the working 
people of Atlanta. Since the iate electiun 
the circulation of books has heen Very: largely 
increased. Yesterday Librarian Billups 
said: 

“The largest issue of books that I have had 
this year was May 17th On that day [issued 
140 books and since then I have averaged 
more than.a hundred a day, double that of 
the time prior to the election. The new mem- 
bers express a determination to continue in 
the library and there is no calculating the 
bencfit of the boom created by the late elec- 
tior.”’ 

“How meny members are there now?” 

“? have just opened the new. books, and 
have themin shape. They show 1,345 names. 
There are 1,186 active meimbers, 152 with dues 
commuted for life, four life members and 
three honurary members.”’ 

‘-Here is something that you might men- 
tion.’ continued Mr. Billups, turning to the 
register. ‘‘Heré is the signature of Mr. Reu 
ben Ayliff, Grahamstown,cape of Good Hope.
